E WOMAN'S SAD STORY. 
The release of Mrs. Florence May» 


throughout the West and South, hav- 
ing pursued a conservative policy dur- 
ing the past year, enter the season iu

over; and there is also a warrantably 
hopeful feeling throughout the East. 

The cotton and corn crops, barring 
possible drouth or frost “injury, and 
taking Into account the customary 
cotton deterioration during August 
and Geptember, promise to be unusu- 
ally large. The cotton crop is esti- 
mated at 11,000,000 bales, and if it 
reaches that figure it will yield close 
to $400,000,000 to growers, exclusive 
of the profits of manufacturers, ex- 
porters and raliroads. The corn crop 
will, it believed, reach 2,500,000 
bushels and should yield about 
$1,000,000,000 to growers, exclusive of 
what may be called “by-products” re- 
sulting from livestock feeding. The 
wheat crop has suffered from exces- 
sive rains, especially in Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Nebraska, and may be 
short. The acreage in Kansas is be- 
low the normal, but Missouri is ex- 
pected to produce 40,000,000 bushels, 
and the Oklahoma yield will’ proo- 
ably be large. The Ohio, Indiana aad 
Michigan crops will be short. Inu 
other wheat-raising sections condi- 
tions are normal, and the expected 
wheat shortage, if it proves to be a 
fact, will probably not be serious. 
The total wheat crop is estimated at 
600,000,000 bushels, which is about 
37,000,000 bushels below last year’s 
crop. The price, however, is in the 
neighborhood of 20 cents higher than 
year ago. 

The general business recovery is 
refiected strongly in the iron trade 
which, efter a half-year of curtail- 
ment and hesitancy im all sorte of 
iron and steel products! has made a 
turn for the better. The close of the 
firet half-year of 1904 shows that dur- 
ing that period railroad earnings have 
suffered a slight decrease, but are now 
more satisfactory; for six months the 
clearinghouse business of the coun- 
try shows. a decrease—about 17 per | 
cent. in New York, an increase of 5 
per cent. in Chicago and an increase 
of about 9 per cent. in the Pacific 
Coast States; wages have not been 


materially disturbed, and business on 
the whole has come up to conserva- 
tive expectations. Labor troubles in- 
terfered to a considerable extent with 
business; but the last balf year of 
1904 promises to show gratifying and 
entirely satisfactory trade cond...ons. 
There is not likely to be serious in- 
terruption, and the election is not re- 
garded as a disturbing factor. The 
usuml uncertainty and hesitancy char- 
acteristic of a “Presidential Year” 
will not obtain this year, and a pros- 
perous six months may be confidently 
expected. 


E SITUATION IN MISSOURI. 

The nomination by the Democrats 
of Joseph Wingate Folk for Governor 
of Missouri is a decisive victory for 
the honest element of the party in that 
State, and for Mr. Folk personally. It 
was won only after a mighty struggle, 
in which the powerful “machine,” the 
“poodle element” and their friends 
and every influence which they could 
bring to bear, were arrayed uncom- 
promisingly against the St. Louis 
Prosecuting Attorney. As illustrating 
the power gained by the “machine” 
during years of keen and clever ma- 
nipulation, it at one time, early in the 
campaign, actually succeeded in forc- 
ing influential members of Mr. Folk's 
church to take sides against him and 
try to avert his candidacy.
